LONDON, (CP) — Food Minis- 
ter Strachey told Britons Friday 
their bread and bacon rations might 
be cut—the former because of the 
the United States coal strike and the 
latter because Canadian supplies for 
export are “running below expecta- 
tions,” 

He visualized a pile-up of food 
supplies in the United States which, 
When released eventually, would 
ease the supply situation and enable 
Britain once more to import “in full 
measure supplies of which today we 
stand in such great need.” 

So far as the immediate future was 
concerned, 
glum, He told the commons “it 
would almost certainly be necessary 
to decrease the (bread) ration” if 
the United States could not meet his 
requests for wheat and flour ship- 
ments in the near future, 

That would mean a cut in the pre- 
sent basic bread ration of nine 
ounces weekly “the most immediately 
threatened of our supplies” was ba- 
con, cherished tidbit of which Bri- 
tons each get three ounces weekly. 

Mr, Strachey said that in addition 
to the lower-than-expected Canad- 
jan supplies, imports from Denmark 
were increasing too slowly to affect 
the situation, He said it was im- 
possible to increase domestic sup- 
plies until imports of animal feed- 
stuffs could be improved, 

If the bacon ration is reduced it 
is thought likely that the new ra- 
tion will be two ounces weekly,

But every effort will be made to 
distribute the slim stocks as equit- 
ably as possible so that coupons can 
be honored, 

| The prices board takes the view 
| that if the six-ounce ration, or 
something close to it, cannot be 
maintained, it would be just as well 
to dispense with rationing alto- 
gether. The experience has been 


that when the ration is cut below, 


the six-ounce point, black market 
activities increase. The result is 
that rationing becomes ineffective 
| and purposeless. 


Big Four Agree 
On Axis Treaties 


NEW YORK, (CP)—The council 
of foreign ministers Thursday night 
reached virtual agreement on the 
main points of the treaties for 
the European satellites which fought 
on the Axis side during the war. 

Foreign Minister Molotov of 
Russia, with the reluctant agree- 
ment of State Secretary Byrnes 
of the United States, won his 
long campaign to slash Bulgarian 
reparations and increase Italian 
reparations payments, 


A final decision on the repara- 
tions issue was reached in the Big 
Four foreign ministers’ council a- 
long with cleanup agreements, in- 
volving several concessions by Mr. 
| Molotov, on outstanding issues in 
the Axis satellite peace treaties. 

Progress was so great in Thurs- 
day night's session, diplomats pres- 
;ent reported, that it seemed cer- 
| tain the treaties would be finally 
agreed upon by Saturday and a 
start made, probably Monday, on

}ment for Germany. 

The final decision on repar- 
ations means that Italy will have 
to pay a total of $360,000,000, $35,- 
000,000 more than was recommended 
| by. the Paris peace conference last 
| ta 
Bulgaria will have to pay a total 
of $70,000,000, or $55,000,000 less than 
the Paris peace conference recom- 
mended, 

Italy's total is divided: $100,000,- 
000 to Russia, $125,000,000 to Yugo- 
Slavia, $105,000,000 to Greece, $25,- 
000,000 to Ethiopia and $5,000,000 
to Albania. 

Bulgaria pays $25,000,000 to Yugo- 
|Slavia and $45,000,000 to Greece. 
Thus Yugoslavia and Greece each 
will collect a total of $150,000,000

‘Deny Tax Ruling 
| Back-Crop Wheat 


| OTTAWA, (CP)—An income tax 
department official said Thursday 
there had been no ruling with re- 
gard to back-crop wheat such as 
complained of by the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture. 

A Calgary dispatch Wednesday 
night quoted the federation as say- 
ing tax authorities in March, 1945, 
had ruled a farmer selling more than 
one crop in any fiscal year because 
of delivery quotas could credit the 
sale of back wheat to the year in 
which it was grown, but then had 
withdrawn the ruling. The federa- 
tion claimed this had caused hard- 
ship to some Alberta farmers. 

What had been done, the official 
| said, was to give wheat growers the 
option of treating their crops, for 
tax purposes, on either a cash or 
accrua] basis. That is, farmers with 
back-crop wheat on hand were per- 
mitted, under the accrual system, 
to charge it against the year in 
which it was grown. 

On Year's Inventory 

Using the accrual system, farmers 
would base their income tax return 
on the value of iheir crop inventory 
for a year, rather than on what they 
sold that year. 

The official emphasized that, 
under the optional ruling, returns 
must be “either all cash or all 
accrual.” No combination of the two 
could be permitted. It might be this 
point to which objection was taken, 
he said.

LONDON, — With hope of settle- 
ment between leaders of India’s two 
opposing political factions practi- 
cally gone, Britain was conceding de- 
feat Friday in desperate last ditch 
efforts to secure agreement 

With but a few hours left to heal 
the centuries old rift between Mos- 
lems and Hindus, even the most op- 
timistic statesmen were talking in 
terms of “collapse” and “total fail- 
ure” of talks with Moslem leader 
Mohammed Ali Jinnah and Con- 
gress leader Pandit Nehru. 

Failing some unforeseen develop- 
ment, Mr, Nehru was preparing to! 
fly home to Delhi for the opening of 
the constituent assembly next week, 
leaving his Moslem league opponent 
in Britain, with a wave of disap- 
pointment in the minds of the Bri- 
tish people and government, 

There is no attempt to minimize 
the seriousness of what everyone 
knows is a grave situation.

If one man and his union are still 
defying the constituted government 
of their country and interfering 
with the welfare of their fellow citi- 
zens when that session opens, that 
labor legislation may reach an al- 
most barbarous pitch of severity. 

With the best faith in the world, 
no congress could avoid  bringins 
down the roughest form of retribu- 
tion on the heads of the strikers in 
these circumstances. 

If that happens, an unhappy era 
in United States history might well 
begin. 

The coal crisis, loyalties being 
what they are, has already aligned 
union labor in the mass and the 
government on the opposite sides of 


| the fence. 


Bitterly reprisive legislation such 
as this country may well see next 
January could—taking the most 
pessimistic view—touch off some- 
thing very close to class warfare. 

Already the coal crisis has passed

Maybe They’ll Meet Again 

Premier Duplessis of Quebec does not seem 
to be very happy in his obstinacy. He says he 
would be glad to go back to Ottawa any time to 
discuss a taxation agreement if he were “proper- 
ly invited"—whatever that may be intended to 
mean, Remembering that he walked out of the 
last conference in the Gromyko manner, this is 
only a polite way of asking Mr, King to beckon 
him back without alluding to the fact that he 
bolted the last conference, 

In less direct language, but plain enough, 
Premier Drew of Ontario some weeks ago let it 
be known that he, too, is on the anxious seat, 

What is clear is that the nearer these gentle- 
men get to double taxation the less they like the 
look of it. It was one thing to take an irrecon- 
cilable role when the existing agreements still 
had many months to run. But time moves on, 
and the day is fast approaching when one of 
two things must happen; newly negotiated agree- 
ments must then come into effect, or Messrs, Du- 
plessis & Drew will have to levy new taxes on 
the people who elected them, over and above the 
Dominion levies. Their taxpayers are not let- 
ting them forget that imminent choice. 

This makes more probable than it has been 
that Ottawa will call another conference in hope 
that an all-round agreement may be framed in 
the eleventh hour, Since the Ontario and Que- 
bec premiers are openly inviting them to do | 
this, it is not the Dominion ministers who need 
fear getting red in face if the conferees meet 
Bgain, 


Coal or No Coal? 


Mercy seasoned justice in the sentencing | 
of John L, Lewis, The $10,000 fine imposed up- 
on him is not even pin-money compared witn 
the millions of dollars which have already been 
lost by millions of people because he treated | 
@ contract as a “scrap of paper.” 

It is fortunate for Mr, Lewis that he lives 
in a democratic country, There is no need to 
ask what would have happened to him if he 
had been a citizer’ of Russia and had similarly 
flouted a promise made to Premier Stalin, Nor 
if he had committed such an offence in Hitler's 
Reich or in Mussolini's Italy, 

Directly Lewis was not fined for having 
broken his contract, but that was the act from 
which his punishment followed, almost inevit- 
ebly. The direct charge was contempt of court. 
But the refusal to obey the court’s order was 
an incident in the rebellion which began when 
he defied the state to make him keep his con- 
tract. Had he not so rebelled, he would have had 
no occasion to show contempt for the court 
and so incur the penalty. 

The real battle is not between Lewis and 
the court, but between Lewis and the Govern- 
ment of the United States. His challenge to 
the court is a side-issue, which is now to go to 
the Supreme Court, Whether that tribunal con- 
firms his sentence for contempt, or varies or 
cancels it, that will not settle the real dispute. 

The ultimate question is whether the Gov- 
ernment or Mr. Lewis is to say whether coal 
shall be mined in the United States, 


Imported Manners 


Down in Toronto, an Ontario bridge tour- 
nament is about to open, under the auspices of the 
American Contract Bridge League. Imported 
from New York to conduct the tournament is a 
League official named A. M. Sobel, 

Among others entered in the tournament is 
a young British subject from Trinidad, who is 
taking an advanced course in engineering at the 
University of Toronto, The gentleman from New 
York, representing the Contract Bridge League, 
says this young man may not play in the tour- 
nament because he happens to be a Negro, 

With great dignity and good sense, the young 
Negro student has withdrawn from the tourna- 
ment, But the Ontario promoters of the affair 
@re considerably embarassed, because it was 
they who invited him to participate, 

However, the rules are inviolable. The Am- 
erican Contract Bridge League does not permit 
Negroes to compete under its rules in the United 
States, Therfore, Negroes must not compete 
under its rules in Canada, 

It seems rather a pity that Canadians can- 
not even play bridge together without sub- 
scribing to the sometimes fantastic axioms of 
imported manners, 

Many people of this country will be re 
minded by this incident of a somewhat similar 
oceasion in the United States when Americans 
were so incensed by an imported regulation that 
they dumped quite a quantity of rare tea into 
Boston harbor, 

History has so emphasized the excellence 
of this idea that it might be employed with good 
effect in the Toronto case. For instance, Ontario 
bridge players might well repair in a body to 
Toronto Bay and chuck the rules of the American 
Contract Bridge League into its icy waters, 

Then they might follow that action by quot- 
ing the words of another declaration of inde- 
pendence which says: 

“A decent respect to the opinions of man- 
kind requires that they should declare the | 
causes which impel them to the separation,” 


Butter & Bacon 


Officials of the federal and provincial dep- 
artments of agriculture agreed in their confer- 
ence at Ottawa that Canadian farmers would be 
well advised in 1947 to cut down their wheat ac- 
reage 8 per cent, increase oats acreage about 7 
per cent, and sow 20 per cent more barley than 
they did last spring,

They were recommended because, the officials 
thought, the emphasis next year should be placed 
upon the production of meats and dairy prud- 
Hence the increase of feed grains is urged, 


There were other recommendations of course, 
most of them advising larger production, but 
these are outstanding, 

One farmer representative who addressed 
the gathering said it could almost be called a 


| “butter and barley” conference, these being the 


objectives to which farmer attention needed to 
be particularly drawn. 

Townsfolk will have no trouble understand- 
ing why more butter production is required. 
They will see the point plainly enough if they 
take a glance at the figures put before the con- 
ferees, It will take a 9 per cent increase over 
the present year’s make to produce 296,000,000 
pounds next year. But the amount would just 
supply the six ounces per week which are ob- 
tainable under the rationing plan. Unless produc- 
tion goes up 9 per cent, the ration will have to 
be cut, perhaps to the four ounce limit, for part 
of the year at least, 

If rationing were to be abandoned, the year's 
production would have to reach an estimated 
345,000,000 pounds, The officials saw no prospect 
of boosting the output to that figure—hence no 
prospect that coupons can be dispensed with. 

The 20 per cent larger barley crop is recom- 
mended because there is need of a 19 per cent 
increase in hog marketing, and the pig popula- 
tion can only go up if feed goes up in propor- 
tion. Again, the town consumer will under- 
stand the advisability of bringing about this 
increase in hog production, Pork products have 
been scarce on the home market this year, some 
of them practically not procurable a good deal 
of the time, 

That isn’t the only reason. The head of the 
British food mission at Ottawa told the con- 
ference, people in Britain get only 3 ounces of 
bacon a week each. And unless supplies from 
Canada move along in larger volume, they will 
only get 2 ounces per week in future. 

He added that supplying bacon to Britain is 
no longer a patriotic obligation, as in wartime. 
It was now a matter of advantage to the Cana- 
dian farmer, both in selling next year’s products 
and holding the British market for years to 
come, 

Two definite probabilities emerge from the 
conference:— 

Prices of butter and other dairy products 
are likely to go up, as an inducement to farmers 
to milk more cows; 

A subsidy, of perhaps $5 on acre, may be 
paid farmers for sowing barley next spring, in 
order to stimulate hog production.

Over Church Sale 


WINNIPEG, (CP)—A presbytery 
spokesman said here that action of 
the United church presbytery of. 
| Winnipeg in authorizing sale of 
63-year-old Grace United church 
in downtown Winnipeg “can only 
be understood in the light of the 
history of the various transactions 
which have led up to the present 
situation.” 

The presbytery last week author- 
jized the two trustees, Issac Pit-,| 
j blado and G. H. Aikins, prominent 
Winnipeg lawyers, to sell the church, 
The announcement was followed by 
a newspaper advertisemen saying 
the congregation was “utterly op- 
posed” and also by a sermon by 
Rev. W. G. Martin, minister of the 
church, entitled, “Can God afford 
a corner lot in the heart of Win- 
nipeg.” 

The spokesman said in 1912 Ge 
church secured a mortgage of | 
$410,000 to cover the cost of the! 
new site and also take care of the 
old properties. However, in 1928 the 
trustee and official boards of Grace | 
church declared the church had | 
reached the limit of its resources. | 

The board then resolved that | 
the properties of the church should | 
be transferred to a committee of | 
businessmen who would raise suf-| 
ficient funds to clear the debt, re- | 
lease the guarantors and take over | 
‘the property under certain trusts. 
The presbytery gave consent to the 
sales of both properties to these 
men, the late James A. Richardson, | 
G. H. Aikins and Isaac Pitblado. | 

A statement issued by the spokes- | 
man said Grace church has had no 
, financial interest in the property 
since 1929 but was allowed the use 
of the church until the property 
| could be sold. 

“For well-known reasons it has 
been found impossible to dispose 
of the property to advantage until 
the present time. Since the sale of 
| the church in 1929 the three trustees 
have assumed responsibility for ex- 
tensive and costly repairs to the 
church and for the taxes from that 
day to this. To meet this situation 
the United church has also been 
| called upon to make a substantial 
| contribution. ..,” the statement 
added. 

“The presbytery at its recent meet- 
ing was faced with the alternative 
of advising the continuing of Grace 
church as at present or. . . keeping 
in mind the intention of those per- 
sons who contributed to the pay- 
ment of the debt that the property 
should be sold at the first suitable 
opportunity. . . The members of the 
presbytery evidently feel that the 
large amount of money tied up in 
this property could be much better 
invested in a program of church 
extension and social service in this 
| city.”

Function of the community chest, 
through one annual appeal, is to 
supply funds for the operation of its 
member welfare agencies serying the 
community. Second function is to 
promote social welfare and health 
by co-ordinating existing services, 

Collections during the last 12 
years have grown from $2,500,000 in

In the current 1946-47 year, the 
total being spent for education is 
$692,000,000, of which the national 
| government is furnishing nearly 
two-thirds. | 
Compulsory Education 

The new Education act requires 
compulsory education until the age 

{of 15, beginning next April. (The 
| present school-leaving age is 14.) 
| The 390,000 boys and girls who will 
| be kept in school next year as a | 
result of the act will require 13,000 | 
new teachers and 6,000 additional | 
class rooms. The government is 
| purchasing prefabricated school | 
| rooms, and delivery has already | 
started. 

The second stage of the educa- | 
tional program will raise the school 

| leaving age to 16. 

The government program in 
cludes, in addition to the strength- 
ening of primary education, the ex- | 
| tension of secondary education and 
the increase of scholarship grants 
to the big universities.

Mr. O’Brien spoke glowingly of 
the work already accomplished by 
these associations and said their 
formation in the city tends to re- 
store to the homes some of the 
obligations of education that right- 
ly belong to parents. He said that 
some parents leave too much of 
the work of educating children to 
the teachers and have no interest 
whatsoever in what goes on in the 
school classes, 

Mr. Sheppard said that since the 
inauguration of the first home and 
school association in this city six 
or seven years ago, there has been 
a remarkable development in the 
interest shown in education, He 
pointed out that there are now 10 
organized branches of the associa- 
tion functioning in the city, with 
a membership of more than 750, 

HE SAID THAT BY continuing 
in the manner in which they had 
been carrying on in the past, they 
were of valuable assistance to city 
schools, and urged the associat- 
ions to continue to get behind the 
drive to increase the provincial 
government education grant.

Halifax Marks Anniversary 


Of Holocaust 29 Years Ag 


HALIFAX, (CP)—Up to that time 


it was the most engulfing, man-

tory. 

A ship's eight-ton anchor arched 
into the air and buried itself in 
a hillside three miles away. One- 


third of a city was wiped out. A 
mammoth tidal wave flung ships 
| high onto the shore. Bayonets of 


glass tore through flesh and matter 
alike. More than 1,600 persons died 
violently. 

That was 29 vears ago, and Fri- 
day in Halifax, on the anniversary 
of the Catastrophe which hurled 
itself upon the city Dec. 6, 1917, 
brief memorial services were held 
for those who perished by blast 
and fire. 

It was a mild day as dawn broke 
Dec. 6, 1917. As Halifax citizens 
hurried to work the French freigh- 
ter Mont Blanc, carrying 3,000 tons 
of trinitrotoluene (T.N.T.) in her 
hold and benzol on her decks, moved 


| up the harbor toward Bedford basin 


through the Narrows. 

At the same time the Imo, a 
Norwegian freighter in the Belgian 
relief service, started out of the 
Basin, through the same Narrows 

Too late the vessels saw that 
their paths would cross, and disaster 
rushed toward its appointed time. 

The ships hit and sheered away 
Wisps of smoke rose from the 
Mont Blane and still persons on 
the shore were unaware of what 
impended—the Mont Slane bore 
a secret cargo.’ 

Fire raced into the Mont Blanc’s 
hold‘and when the T.N.T. no longer 
could withstand the heat it erupted 
in one gigantic flash of 
and thunder that shook the earth 
60 miles away, flattened the north 
end of the cily like a house of 
cards and sucked the waters of the 
harbor up in a_ towering 
wave. 

It was a disaster the like of which 
Canada never had known before or 
has known since. Hundreds met 
death in a single instant and the 
bodies of 400 were never found 

There still are gaping foundations 
visible where entire buildings were 
torn from their bases, and many 
old Halifax residents bear per- 
manent scars caused by flying glass 
and hurtling debris.

be sale of liquor by the glass in 
hotels and taverns, in dining lounges 
which are already called “cocktail 
bars.” In smaller centres liquor-by- 
the-glass must receive a three-fifths 
majority vote in local plebiscites

largest cities.the sale of liquor was 
more than a local problem. Each 
had @ large transient population and 
a large influx of tourists.

He also says that although 
aquatints and mezzotints look much 
alike, the first is an etching and the

hand, soft-point etchings are true 
etchings, though they look like pen- 
cii drawings, All etchings are en- | 
gravings, but all engravings are 


| not etchings. The word etch is from 


the Dutch, etsen, meaning “to eat.” 
Thus an etching is a print made 
from a plate into which the lines 
or design have been eaten by means 
of an acid or other corrosive sub- 
stance, Engravings are often made 
from plates cut by sharp instru- 
rients, and are not etchings.

Commuted 


Unlikely to Lift 
Steel Export Ban 


OTTAWA, (CP) — Heavy pres- 
sure is being exerted on the federal 
|government to lift its ban on the 
export of steel, but an informed 
source said it was unlikely the re- 
| strictions would be eased, except in 
a minor way, for some time. 

Canada itself still is short of 
steel, this informant said, pointing 
out that last summer's long strike 
tieup in the basic plants at Sydney, 
N. S, Hamilton and Sault Ste. 
Marie had cut heavily into the out- 
put of primary products in this 
country, The dominion now is im- 
porting around 60,000 tons a month. 

The agitation for opening export 
channels stems from the fact that 
foreign prices for steel are con-| 
siderably higher than those on the 
domestic market, which are held 
down by prices board controls. 

Advocates of hauling down the 
export restrictions, it was reported, 
have been using the argument that 
the move would help relieve the} 
federal government of a large out-| 
lay in subsidies to steel production. | 
The Sydney plant of the Dominion | 
Stee] and Coal corporation has been 
heavily subsidized, and the expect- | 
ation has been that these grants | 
} will have to be increased further to | 
take care of wage increases grow- | 
ing out of the summer strike. 

Since that tieup, officials here re- 
port, Canada’s primary steel out- | 
put has been boosted back to a 
normal 3,000,000 tons a year, Even 
| with another 720,000 tons coming in 
annually from the United States in 
structural forms, bars, sheets and 
other primary products, there still 
is not enough to meet requirements, 
federal authorities say. |
